“THE HOUR IS A QUARTER BEFORE MIDNIGHT”

Back in 1928 Judge Brandeis stated a 
truism which we would all do well to com- 
ae to memory and to ponder daily. It was 
this: 

- “Experience teaches us to be most 

on our guard to protect liberty when 

the government’s purposes are bene- 
ficient.” 


We Americans are a gullible people. We 
are generous to a fault; we believe in fair 
play; we have always been charitable; we 
sympathize with and attempt to help the 
less fortunate and the underdog. These traits 
are admirable, but lend themselves to ex- 
ploitation by those who are amoral, ruthless 
and bent upon our destruction. 


In the name of humanity, -we-areè Con- 
stantly being urged to surrender our indi- 
vidual freedom to an all-powerful federal 
government and through United Nations 
agencies to support ourselves and the world 
through the glittering but empty mechanism 
of the “welfare state.”

12. Why did we join the Organization of 
‘American States in sanctions against the 
anti-communist Dominican Republic, while 
giving communist Castro a mere slap on the 
wrist?
